GENEVA, Sept. 10.—What’s in a 
name? The neighboring Alpine 
peaks gaze perhaps with an air 
of tolerant amusement, on the 
disputings of French and Italian 
patriots who would partition the 
very name of the famous old peak 
the highest in Europe, that stands 
on the borderland between the 
two countries.
